NDON, Nov. 9.—There has been des-
perate fighting between the Brit:sh and
the Boers im the vicipity of Bnthayil!e,
Both sides suffered severely. The burgh-
ers were defeated and retreated in the
greatest haste, bui not until they had
killed three promineant British officers,
wounded seven others, and inflicted other
damage on General Robesis’ troops.

The British Commander-in-Chief reports
that both Steyn and De Wet were with the
Boers at the time of the engagement. The
British failed to trap the burgher army,
because it broke into small detachments
during the retreat and was thus enabled
to elude the English.

WRECK OF AN EXPRESS TRAIN.

| Five Persons Injured in a Pennsyl-

vania Railway Accident.

HARRISBURG, Pa., Nov. 9.—The Pitls-
burg Express, on the Pennsylvania Rail-
road, bound east, was wrecked at 3:20 this
morning by a defective rail near Bailey's
Station, about twenty miles west of this
city.

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POTTER ON ARBITRATION

The Episeopal Bishop Before the
Industrial Commission.

Testifies to the Belief That Compul-
sory Adjastment of Differences He-
tween Employers aud Employes
Will Not Operate Effectively ia
This Country—Some Other ¥eans.

Bishop Henry C. Potter, of the Protest-
ant Episccpal Church, diocese of New
York, appeared before the Industrial Com-
mission this forenoon to present his views
upoen the subject of arbitraticn between
employers and employes and his opinicn
upen labor problems in general.

Upon being directed to give his opinion
upon the matter of arbitration and in his
ewn way, Bishop Potter narrated his ex-
perience as a member of a “Board of Me-
dialion and Conciliation.”

He explained that this organizaticn of
which he he had been a promoter, held
no official authority te settle difference:
between master and man. It was a pure-
ly wvoluatary spirit of philanthropy 2nd
good citizenship, and which he was con-
fident had dope worthy service in the
promotion of harmony between employers
and empioyes. It was his elief that
orgapizations of the character indicated
had more influence with the interests
affected than a State or Federal Board
of Arbitration could have, because the
voluntary board was completely divorced
from politics :n the minds of these per-
sons, the difference between whom its
purpose was to adjust.

Bishop Potter drew a lesson from the
werk of the Board of Mediation and Con-
ciliaticn in the case f the marble work-
ers’ strike, which, he claimed, it setiled
satisfactorily both to the men and thoir
employers.

The witness said that the first meeiing
cf the beard, the marble workers,
and their employers held was in Ho-
bart Hall, New York. But this mee:-

Mr. Clarke asked: “Do you not think that
there has been a great improvement in the
morals and general physical condition of
the poor?”

Bishop Potter answered that he believed
there bas baen improvement, but he would
not feel justified in using the adjective
“great.”

In tbe matter of the organizatien of
workingmen the witness said he thought
the right of workingmen to organize as
they" insist on doing is no longer a debat-
ahle question. And as the right of organ-
be recognized.
ngmen te-treat
employers 1igh the media
of representatives must zlso be recogmized.

In reply to a leading question by Mr.
Clarke, the witness said he thought the op-
position of capitalists to the organization
of workingmen is less than formerly and
is still on the decrease. He thought that
employers were showing tkeir employes
more a2nd more consideration as the time
passed.

In referring to the foreign colonies in
New York, the witness incidentally said
that several hundred Mesopotamians had
been brought over to manufacture cheap
jewelry, this being the craft in which thoss
people excelled. This ied to a line of ques-
tioning to determine whether the Alien
Contract Labor law had been violaied, but
the Bishop could throw no light upon this
subject. -

He was opposed to compulsory arbitra-
tion, believing that it would be impracti-
cable of application in this couniry. He
thought that the New Zealand scheme of
arbitration, with the e¢limination of the
coercive feature in that system. woul#l op-
erate effectively in this country. *
